Shooting Stars 
To Be Visible 
After Midnight 


If you would like to try “swing- 
ing on a star” you may have your 
best chance sometime after mid- 
night between tonight and Friday. 

“Shooting stars,” in a group 
known as the Leonids, are seen 
most frequently in that period, ac- 
cording to Dr, L. V. Robinson, as- 
sociate professor of mathematics 
and astronomy at Emory Univer- 
sity. 

“The Leonids are really not 
‘shooting stars’ at all,” said Dr. 
Robinson, “but are small pebble- 
like fragments of a lost comet, 
which was last seen in 1866. 
Their average velocity on reach- 
ing the upper strata of the earth’s 
atmosphere is about 44 miles a 
second.” 

Because of the heat engen- 
dered by such high velocities, 
these stones cannot penetrate the 
earth’s atmosphere, Dr. Robinson 
said. They soon burn up, leaving 
only the very swift blue streak 
that is visible to star-gazers and 
a few particles of ash that sooner 
or later reach the earth. 

“Temple’s cgmet, from which 
these stones come, revolved 
around the sun in a 33-year cycle,” 
the astronomer explained. “The

the Navy to sail the seven seas 
are wondering whether they got 
into the infantry by mistake. 

The peacetime Navy was accus- 
tomed to operating from large 
ports on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts, pjus a few major outlying 
bases such ag Pearl Harbor. The 
vastness of the war, however, has 
made necessary the construction 
and operation of scores of new 
naval bases closer to the theater 
of operations, thousands of miles 
from the States. At each addition- 
al base, Navy men are stationed 
to handle construction, supply, 
communications, operations, har- 
bor facilities, stevedoring, ship and 
boat repair, administration, air op- 
erations, and anything else neces- 
sary to support the fleet. 

After the war, many an ex-Navy 
man when questioned about his 
rsea experience will have to ex- 
plain apologetically that although 
he was overseas for two or more 
years in the Navy, he is still an 
ignorant landlubber. There will 
be no ship he can proudly call 
his own; he will remember only 
some forsaken island in the Pa- 
cific. ’ 

Landlubber sailors see their 
share of the action, however. At 
each invasion the troops are car- 
ried ashore on the first wave and 
every other wave in an assort- 
ment of landing craft manned by 
men of the amphibious boat pool. 
Beachmasters and signalmen land 
in the first boats in order to ex- 
amine the beaches and direct the 
approach of succeeding waves, . 

The famed Seabees come ashore 


ed that the Navy would need thou- 
sands of tents, mosquito nets, 
jeeps, carbines and sandbags? The 
Army—yes. But the Navy—they’re 
supposed to stay on ships, so ev- 
eryone had thought. 


Though they’re stuck on dry 
land, these sailors insist on ob- 
serving as much of Navy custom 
and tradition as conditions will 
permit. A floor is still a ‘‘deck,” 
the kitchen is still the “galley,” a 
bed is still a “‘sack,” the ceiling is 
still the “overhead,” and the com- 
manding officer is still called 
“Skipper.” Camp organization and 
administration is modeled as close- 
ly as possible after that of a ship, 
the older men knowing no other, 
and the short-termers hoping that 
some day they will rate sea duty. 

Duty on board ship is generally 
considered preferable to being 
“stuck on some rock,” as Asland 
duty is labeled. Life on a jungle 
island gets to be pretty dull and 
monotonous after the first couple 
of months of air raids and fighting 
are over, Shipboard sailors on 
the other hand move about from 
place to place seeing new sights, 
eat better chow, and occasionally 
hit a liberty port with such at- 
tractions as wine and women.

LONDON, Nov. 12.—(#)—Wang 


Ching-wei, 62, president and pre-| 


mier of the Japanese-sponsored 
puppet government of China at 
Nanking, died Friday in a Japa- 
nese hospital of diabetes, the Tokyo 
radio announced today. 

The death of the Chinese Quis- 
ling was announced by Japan’s 
Premier Kuniaki Koiso, the broad- 
cast said. Wang had been in Japan 
since March, 1944, for medical

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Georgia's Thanks for a Job Well Done 


The commission which has been re- 
drafting Georgia’s state constitution meets 
here today. 


It will, in all probability, be the final 
meeting of the group. The time between 
now and the first of the year will be need- 
ed for getting the proposed document in 
shape to submit to the general assembly 
when it convenes early in 1945. 


The commission, by and large, has done 
an excellent job. 


The state’s abthaic organic law has 
been thoroughly gone over by a conscien- 
tious assemblage of outstanding public of- 
ficials, jurists, lawyers and laymen. Au- 
thorities in the field of political science 
have been consulted. Modern government 
in other progressive states has been 
studied. It has been an important task and 
the members of the commission have ap- 
proached it with a solemn realization o 
its import. , 


Such an excellent job has been done, in 
our opinion, that the general assembly and 
the people of Georgia will, in turn, inspect 
and approve the work almost in toto. 

But there are, meanwhile, three indi- 
cated inclusions in the revised constitution 
which the commission has yet to get 
around to. We refer to: 


1. Limited home rule. 
2. A statewide merit system. 2 
3. A constitutional prison board. 


Home rule, with the Constitution-sug- 


gested compromise whereunder municipal- 
ities and counties are given the right to 


‘decide their own destinies while constitu- 


tional safeguards are left on bond issues 
and tax rates, will work. It will be badly 
needed in the conversion period. 


A statewide merit system is the surest 
possible means of insuring against nep- 
otism, inefficiency and countless other per- 
sonnel abuses which now cost Georgia up- 
wards of a million dollars a year. Civil 
service is the first tenet of good govern- 
ment and too long already have we delay- 
ed in installing such a system in this state. 


A constitutional prison board, removed 
from the whims of good governors and the 
graftings of evil ones, will serve to insure 
that Georgia’s long-overdue program of 
penal reform will be given a nonpolitical 
chance to prove its feasibility. 


All three of these reforms should be 
included in the commission’s proposed re- 
vision. All are looked upon most favorably 
by the people. All, with proper care, can 
be passed through the legislature. 


Be that as it way, this is to extend our 
heartfelt thanks and appreciation—and the 
deepfelt gratitude of all progressive Geor- 
gians—to the members of the constitution- 
al commission who hold their final meet- 
ing here today. f, 


They have done a splendid job, one fo 
which their names should live long in the 
proud annals of this grand old common- 
wealth. 


Robot Bombs Can Hit United States 


A reliable reporter from a Longgn

There is no reason to doubt they al- 
ready posesss robot bombs which could 
be sent to the United tSates. Within the 
next few years scientists will have so per- 
fected the robot bomb principle that ef- 
fective bombing at such long range will 
be simplicity itself. ; 


There are many other weapons and 
they emphasize how important it is that 
the world powers of the future work 
closely together so that no one nation may 
develop weapons with which to destroy 
and conquer. . 


70 Years of Continuous Work 


Out in Texas, G. B. Dealey, dean of 
American publishers, has rounded out 70 
years of eontinuous work in his office at 
the Dallas News. 


Now well into his 7lst year of active 
work, at 85 he is in good health and good 
humor and is busy at his office at least 
eight hours each day. His interest in pub- 
lic service is greater than ever before and 
his staff knows his keen interest in the 
place a newspaper has in that service. 


He began work as an office boy in 


1874 and now is principal owner of the 
paper. He recalls the Atlantic sailing 
ships, the visits of Gen. U. S. Grant and 
Phil Sheridan to Texas, and many heroes 
of the old Texas republic. 


No celebration was held to commem- 
orate his 70 years with the paper, he re- 
fusing because of the war.

Roosevelt Won 
Without the South 


My host, a friend of mine, was holding forth. 
I drifted up to the edge of the group about 
him, listening as he spoke in accents ringing 


clear: 

“If it had not been for the south Roosevelt would have been 
soundly defeated. The south and labor joined to re-elect him,” he 
said, with gestures. 

‘ “On the contrary,” I began... 

He favored me with a withering glance and asked, “Are you 
crazy? He couldn’t have won without the south.” 

Several in the group favored me with hard looks for interrupt- 
ing such wisdom and I subsided. It is odd how many are wrong 
in this belief. 

Before the election, and since, the south has been, and is, a 
whipping boy, flogged without cedsing by those interesting in ap- 
plying the lash onthe grounds that “without the south Roosevelt 
would have been defeated.” 

A number of persons lately have held forth on the same topic 


and so, it seems to me, it may be well to set the record straight. 


: Mr. Roosevelt .won without the south. 
Without The South I do not mean to say ft was not comfort- 
ing to have the southern electoral votes. Of course it was. 

But he did not need them in this, the closest election he has had 
in popular votes. 

If the solid south and the border states had all voted for Dewey, 
Mr. Roosevelt still would have been elected. It is important that 
this fact be known because it is necessary our thinking in these 
next four years be on a national basis, rather than sectional. 

It must be kept in mind that Mr. Roosevelt's victory was a na 
tional victory and not a combination of a Democratic south and a 


few blocs in the east, 

The Votes Mr. Roosevelt received the electoral votes of the 
so-called solid south, solid in every election save 

that of 1928 when a breach was made on the shameful basis of 

intolerance, not politics or principles. 

He also received the votes of the doubtful border states of 
Kentucky, Maryland and West Virginia. There were 127 electoral 
votes from the 11 consistently Democratic states. There were 27 
votes from the three doubtful border states. This was a total of 
154, 112 votes short of the 266 necessary to elect. 

Mr. Roosevelt received from the other states he carried, 22 in 
number, 278 votes, 12 more than he needed to be elected. These 
winning votes came from no one section. They came from the east, 
the west and the northwest. They gave him a victory which, while 


. fairly close, was entirely adequate. Add to those sections the south 


wee it at once becomes apparent this was no “south-New York” 
victory. , 

The 11 southern states. and the three border commonwealths, 
14 in all, could have gone for Dewey and Mr. Roosevelt would 
have won by a margin of 12 votes. 

Mr. Dewey’s electoral votes were the “‘bloc” votes, not Mr. Roose- 
velt’s: Mr. Dewey’s electoral strength came entirely from the isola- 
tionist middle west and frorg those always-Republican states of Maine 
and Vermont. 

So, let us realize this was a national victory and not one of the 
south plus a few blocs. ° 


As I said before, it must be very comfort- 
southern Comfort ing to a worthwhile Democratic candidate 
to know he can count on the southern states. Not for a moment do 
I mean to minimize that fact. 

Until the Republican party establishes a party in the south, 
which it could do with money and intelligence; and until it becomes 
a progressive party as Teddy Roosevelt, Elihu Root, Wendell Willkie 
and others have wished it to be, it cannot expect southern votes. 

There simply has never been any reason for a southern Demo- 
crat to vote the Republican ticket. This year there were some who 
did so vote, a number of reasons influencing them. Among them 
were the fourth term, labor’s active participation, anger at having 
to pay taxes, which they would pay no matter who is in office; 


bureaucracy, which is one of the inevitable evils of war, and so on. ° 


But even so, the vast majority of Democrats could see nothing at- 
tractive in the Republican cause. 

The truth is, of course, that those gentlemen who have argued 
the south has “got nothing” out of this administration, and who 
belabor the people on that point, apparently think of themselves 
individually. 

They ignore the fact there is hardly a community in the whole 
south which does not have either a new courthouse, a new school 
building, waterworks, community houses, swimming pools, crippled 
and blind persons who are being helped, new roads, bridges, health 
programs or some other tangible evidence of what they have “got” 
out of this administration. The south has not received its pro-rata 
share, but to try to argue with the people they haven’t “got” any- 
thing when all they have to do is look and see what they have 
“got,” has worked to the detriment of those persons and organiza- 
tions using that argument. 

Well, what I really set out to do was to show that while the 
south was gloriously true to the party, this was not a narrow, sec- 
tional-bloc victory, but a national one, so much so that Mr. Roose- 
velt would have won handily had all the south and its doubtful 
border states gone against him.

Library Day 

Editor, Constitution: In your 
paper of October 20, 1944, editorial 
page, you referred to a letter by 
Miss Juliet Dowling concerning a 
Library Day and suggested the 


donations of either books or the 
price of needed books to the At- 
lanta library. These suggestions 
interested me greatly for many 
reasons, one of which is that I re- 
member only too well how diffi- 


cult it was several years ago to 
find any books dealing with con- 
sumer education. Of course, the 
subject was new, but a few books 
had already been written but none 
of the libraries in this vicinity, 
either public or institutional or 
private had any of them. The sub- 
jects of general interest are mul- 
tiplying rapidly in these, our times 
and a new burden is being put 
upon our sources of information, 
chief among which are our li- 
braries—so I do sincerely hope 
many people and organizations as 
well, will contribute either books 
or the price of books to our li- 
braries, 


One organization in Decatur, St. 
Thomas More Parish Council of 
the National Council of Catholic 
Women, over a year ago voted to 
donate to the Decatur library one 
book a month. A list of these 
books ‘is made periodically and 
distributed to the members of the 
parish who are urged to go to the 
library for the latest books of 
interest to them; it also, of. course, 
makes these selected books avail- 
able to any others interested.

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ing. While President Roosevelt spoke in the most idealistic terms 
about the future of international aviation, his statement could not 
divert attention from the fact that Russia wasn’t there. But let 
us avoid mistaking the window dressing for the merchandise. 

Russia’s absence is of less importance to this particular confer- 
ence than is the difference between the American and British 
positions on postwar aviation. The Russian decision to stay home 
may well have been based on an unwillingness to associate Rus- 
sia officially with either the American or British point of view, at 
any rate until Americans and Britons had maved closer together 
than they now appear to be. 

From the standpoint of self-interest, the Russians might be ex- 
pected to favor the American approach, which would leave much 
moére room for national—and, some people fear, nationalistic—en- 
terprise on world airways than would the British. International 
controls like those advocated by Britain and some of the dominions 
might well be regarded as too confining for a nation with the huge 
postwar potentialities of Russia. But the Russians face the question 
of how soon they can develop these potentialities. 

Thus the conference posed for them this choice: to support (1) 
a plan that might later interfere with the development of Russian 
aviation on a competitive basis; or (2) a plan which would give the 
United States a tremendous head start over all competitors in post- 
war aviation. 

At Chicago, as earlier at Dumbarton Oaks, there are questions 
on which the Russians are not ready to make up their minds. 
They involve permission for foreign planes to fly over and use 
Russian territory, and Russia has shown itself very reluctant to 
grant such permission even for Allied war purposes. But there 
is also involved Russia’s future as an air power. Perhaps if the 
United States and Britain can lessen the differences in their ap- 
proaches, Russia will not have so hard a time adjusting itself to a 


future conference. 

: It seems to be obvious that the President’s 
Washington Post eloquent plea to the air conference at 
Chicago for an open air policy will not change the Kremlin’s hos- 
tility to it. Russia’s attitude, however, will not frustrate the de- 
velopment of international air transport over world-girdling routes. 
To be sure, Russia is a great subcontinent of a country, but it has 
more breadth than depth, so that there will not be much injury 
to international transportation in finding routes which would by- 
pass Russia. It is this knowledge which should be borne in mind 
in thinking over the possibilities of the Chicago conference.. The 
air age has never been properly ushered in. As William A. M. 
Burden, assistant secretary of commerce, said in a recent article: 
“The atmosphere in which international air transport was endeav- 
oring to develop at the outbreak of the war was incredibly re- 
strictive.” If any of the plans at present under discussion at 
Chicago come to fruition, there will be a healthy relaxation. .... 

Neither the British nor the Americans, who lead opposing 
schools of thought at Chicago, want to go back to prewar days, 
when authorization to operate internationally was parsimoniously 
doled out. Both believe in an open air policy. The difference 
between them has to do with the degree of control to be vested 
in an international body. The British, conscious of the head start 
that American companies have in transport facilities, would endow 
the body with the task of allocating routes and traffic. We would 
restrict the international body for the time being to technical serv- 
ice. We feel that the various airlines should have freedom to 
compete till international air transport has been developed out of 
its present infancy. Mr. Berle, speaking for the administration, 
is conscious of the unfair advantages that would accrue to this 
country. Accordingly at Chicago vesterday he announced that 
transports would be placed at other countries’ disposal for use as 
soon as the war is over.... 

Meantime the reasons for Russia's abstention from the air con- 
ference require explanation. We have seen what has happened 
as the result of the clamping down of information on our diffi- 
culties with China. When the lid was blown off by the recall of 
Gen. Stilwell and the resignation of Ambassador Gauss, the re- 
action was extreme. That might be the case one day with Rugsia. 
It is therefore incumbent upon the administration to be open and 
frank in elucidating the situation which was responsible for the 
refusal of Russia to participate in the Chicago conference. .,..

making state employes, is in keep- 
ing wtih the proper democratic 
processes and deserves the sup- 
port of the people. 

The Morning News agrees with 
The Atlanta Constitution that 
“only the professional politicians 
will find fault with it.” 

Unfortunately it is true that the 
civil service principle in the fed- 
eral sphere has been woefully 
abused in some cases, under the 
Roosevelt regime, and that in 
many cases its proper aims and 
purposes have been defeated by 
greedy politicians who are given 
to dishing out favors for votes. 

Nevertheless, there is every rea- 
son why a civil service system 
should be set up in Georgia; and 
if and when it is finally adopted, 
the people of the state—that is, 
the voters—should see to it that 
its administration is placed in hon- 
est hands and that its provisions 
are adhered to strictly. 

The day of ward-heeler poli- 
ticians ought to be a thing of the 
past, but it will not be until we 
have established such real demo- 
cratic processes as the merit sys- 
tem—and have, at the same time, 
driven out of power such political 
machines as those supporting the 
New Deal in the metropolitan cen- 
ters. New York, Chicago, Phila- 
delphia and Kansas City, Mo., for 
example. 

Let’s have the merit system in 
Georgia and add to the business 
of maintaining a clean state gov- 
ernment!

The Poll Takers 
Were Far Off 


WASHINGTON.—It makes an_ interesting 
election post mortem to reflect on how far wrong 
most or all of the public opinion polls were on 


the outcome, 

About only one thing were the leading poll-takers right. They 
were agreed in giving President Roosevelt the edge, but those who 
reduced their forecasts to electoral votes fell far short of the actual 
size of the President’s majority. 

Not until the final official tabulation of the returns is made will 
it be possible to determine which of the polls was most accurate 
as to the percentage of the popular vote received by the President. » 
At the moment, however, it looks as though the laurels will again 
go to the Fortune magazine poll, conducted by Elmo Roper, who 
gave the Roosevelt ticket 53.6 per cent of the total vote cast. 


Dr. Gallup was not far behind with 51.5, exclusive of the soldier 
vote which none of them sought to appraise too finely, while the 
Crossley poll was a bit higher at 52 per cent. 

The present figures are running within a fraction of the Fortune 
poll. Four years ago the magazine’s findings were off only a fraction 
of one per cent. 

It was in calculating the size of the President's electoral vote 
that the poll takers were all wet. 


4: Even more haywire was the final report of 
Politicos Wrong the panel of 118 political experts polled by 
Newsweek magazine on the election outcome. This group gave Mr. 
Roosevelt 249 votes from sure or leaning states to 247 for Gov. 
Dewey, with Pennsylvania listed as a toss-up. 

Likewise a group of 50 selected Washington correspondents 
polled by the same magazine failed to do much better. Incon- 
ceivable as it may now seem 21 of the 50 actually predicted a Dewey 
victory, while the average of the forecasts among the 29 who pre- 
dicted Roosevelt was only 294, or 138 short of the mark. 

Furthest wrong of all the polis, of course, was that taken by 
Emil Hurja, former political analyst for the Democratic national 
committee and now associate editor of Pathfinder magazine, who 
predicted Dewey would get 364 electoral votes and a 2,000,000 pop- 
ular majority. 

Hurja used to do very well predicting Roosevelt elections when 
he was associated with the Democratic committee, but since going 
over to the Republicans his reputation has suffered. He also pre- 
dicted a Willkie landslide in 1940. . 

Perhaps one of the most accurate forecasts of them all came 
from the White House newspapermen who regularly cover the Presi- 
dent’s press conferences. Out of more than 50 making predictions, 
the average prediction for the lot, including a few who saw Dewey 
as a possible winner, was better than 350 electoral votes for the 
Roosevelt-Truman ticket. 


Press Better A similar poll was taken at the National Press 

Club, the assembling point for newspapermen in 
Washington, but the sealed guesses will not be opened until the 
results are official. Indications are that the average figure in this 
will also be high on the Roosevelt side, with between 300 and 400 
participants. 

The writer, along with many others, put in several guesses 
beginning with a minimum of 400 electoral votes for the President. 

As it turned, out, one of my best figures was 457 votes for 
Roosevelt, which would have been the exact size of the President's 
count had Ohio fallen in the Democratic column. Thus, because 
of some 25,000 votes, which was the size of the Dewey majority in 
Ohio, I missed. : 

Another poll that was made to look sick by the election results 
was that conducted in New York state by the New York Daily 
News. Predicting a close race, it gave the state to Dewey with a 
margin of 50.8 per cent of the vote. Roosevelt carried the state 
handily, as it turned out. . 

Still another poll conducted in Illinois by the administration- 
hating Chicago Tribune was equally wrong. 

Unless the poll-takers do better in the future there is danger of 
them suffering the same fate as the old Literary D , which went 
defunct after predicting a Landon landslide in 1936, when Roose- 
velt carried all but two of the 48 states.

He ex- 
hibited on a state-wide scale the 
vote-getting abilities he has twice 
shown. in Cleveland. He came 
through despite the -Republican 
tide which carried the state for 
Gov. Dewey and for Sen. Taft. 


A good vote-getter in Ohio, be 
he Democrat or Republican, is 
considered automatically in line 
for higher things political. The 
Republican party went to Ohio 
this year for its vice presidential 
candidate, Gov. Bricker, whom 
Mayor Lausche* succeeds. Both 
parties went to Ohio in 1920 for 
their presidential candidates. Ohio 
is always in the running. 

This is not, to suggest anything 
specific at this time, but only fo 
point out a fresh political figure 
in Ohio. 


Frank Lausche is an-unorthodox 
sort of gentleman, just as unortho- 
dox in politics—as Cleveland has 
learned and liked—as in his golf 
stance. And he is an excellent 
golfer. He is a big, strapping fel- 
low, a semi-pro baseball player as 
a-young man. He is an attractive 
speaker and quite a campaigner. 


Despite its preference for Re- 
blicans otherwise, Ohio picked 
im as governor rather than turn 
the state over to the old GOP ma- 
chine bossed by Ed A. Schorr, 
state chairman, who barely got 
his candidate, Mayor James Gar- 
field Stewart, of Cincinnati, 
the primaries. This was 
@ gain for progressive government, 
and a tribute to the voters. . 
In contrast with this bustling 
middie westerner, a second gen- 
eration Slovene, is another inter-

esting figure from Massachusetts 
in the ancient line and of the

Gov, Leverett Saltonstall, a 
Republican, was elected easily to 
the senate, weathering a contrary 
trend in his state which carried it 
for President Roosevelt and for a 
Democratic governor to succeed 
him. He is bound to be a valuable 
addition to the senate. 

The tall, spare New Englander 
who cracks his outward austerity 
with a dry sense of humor has 
won immense popularity in Massa- 
chusetts. He will be among those 
mentioned. as the 1948 Republican 
presidential candidate when peo- 
ple get aroun i to that subject. He 
served three terms as governor. 

He was ee by other gov- 
ernors as chairman of the national 
governors conference, retiring this 
past spring. 

Mr. Saltonstall will be a help in 
the senate in the’ battle to come 
for a postwar world organization. 
He was a supporter of the late 
Wendell Willkie and is classed in 
the progressive wing of the party 
on both domestic and internation- 
al matters. He was indorsed by 
the CIO. 

His election strengthens the 
party nationally and his influence 
will be effective in shaping the 
party’s course to the times. 

Another man of standing and 
character who was added to Re- 
publican ranks in the senate is H. 
Alexander Smith, who reversed 
the Democratic trend in New Jer- 


sey which put it in the Roosevelt be 


column, and defeated Boss Frank 
Hague’s hand-picked 
Rep. Elmer Wene. Former Repub- 
lican state chairman, Mr. Smith is 
of the internationalist wing of the 
Republican party and will be help- 
ful in the fight for an effective 
postwar international organiza- 
tion.

Sir John Dill

It is belated to pay a tribute 
now to a great man who died in 
Washington, three days before the 
elections. But Americans, like 
Britishers, should know, and re- 
member, Field Marshal Sir John 
Dill. One need not hesitate to 
write a mere column of tribute 
more than a week late, when 
books will be written about him 
years from now. : 

The: popu!.r heroes of wars 
achieve prowess on the fields of 
battle. very school boy, in all 
the countries of our great coali- 
‘tion, knows the name and face 
of Montgomery, Alexander, Eisen- 
hower, Timoshenko, MacArthur.

And, no less, he was called to 
defend a world-wide empire 
whose communication lines: were 
threatened as never before in his- 
tory. 

When strong 11en assume such 
rare and dreadful responsibilities 
they stand alone. If they fail, the 
onus of failure falls wholly upon 
them. If they succeed, success 
creates new f.gurer, in more spec- 
tacular positions, who win the 
glory. leld Marshal Sir John 
Dill’s glor:; will go down in mili- 
tary textbooks, but hardly in the 
popular.annals of the war. He 
would not mind. 


But he did not meet the great- 
est crisis of Britain with  diffi- 
dence, but with steely courage and 
icy intellect. He abandoned all 
wishful thinking. Unlike many, 
he had never been deceived by. 
the long “phony” war. He fore- 
saw that Hitler would attack in 
1940 and with at least 200 divi- 
sions. He knew that’ Britain 
would have the fight of her life 
and could no: wi.: it without al- 
lies. He believed they would 
come, but, like inston Church- 
ill, that if hey did not come and 
Britain lost, she would Nnave to 
fight for imperishable remem- 
brance. 

He took prodigious risks—when 
they had to’ be taken, either for 
political or military: reasons. He 
risked the venture in Greece, for 
Britain to show the world she was 
alive. He reinforced the British 
armies in Egypt and the Middle 
East, when it looked as though 
Britain might be invaded any 
moment. ad she been, he would 
have faced the worst disgrace. But 
had he not, Egypt and the Suez 
canal would have been lost. The 
short line through the Mediter- 
ranean was closed. He hrd to send 
reinforcements around Captown, 
and he might have lost both Egypt 
and Britain while they were un- 
der way. Of coursé, all these de- 
cisions were taken under the re- 
sponsibility of Churchill. Dill was 
his military adviser. 

Eventually he came to Washing- 
ton to maintain liaison with the 
American chiefs of staff as a mem- 
ber of the combined “committee 
planning coalition strategy. 

He lived to see the strategy put 
into operation, and victory as- 
sured. He did not live to see the 
final triumph of his courage, 
faith and brains. While perform- 
ing his duties, he Fad been ill of 
an anemia which medical : aci- 
ence has found no strategy to 
combat. 

He slipped out of life as incon- 
spicuously as he had slipped into 
a vacant and unwanted chair, in 
1940. 

He was an authentic hero; the 
true nobleman, who takes upon 
himself the burdens of all.

. Recommended Finance Changes in Organic Law 


Taxation was defined by Gov. 
Pollard of Virginia as ‘‘The system 
by which we pluck the goose to 
get the most feathers with the 
least amount of squawking.” Too 


Lmany citizens feel that tax money 


is money thrown away. Yet from 
any reasonably efficient govern- 
ment we get more for our tax 
dollar 'thafi for any other dollar 
that we spend. Some of the 
changes recommended in the sec- 
tion of the constitution dealin 
with finance have been propose 
in-an effort to increase the effi- 


ciency of our government, 


Article seven of the present 
constitution deals with the broad 
subject of finance, It is this sec- 
tion that regulates and limits the 
taxing powers of state and local 
officials. Much of this article need- 
ed rewording and _ shortening. 
Some of its provisions are obvious- 
ly. antiquated, For example: One 
section lists eight purposes for 
which the state may levy taxes. 
The second of these reads, “For 
educational purposes in instruct- 
ing children in the elementary 
branches of an English education 
only.” The commission is recom- 

nding that it be changed to: 

or educational purposes.” This 


list includes no provision that 


taxes may be levied for “public 
health purposes” so this purpose 
has been added in the revision. 
No fundamentally new state func- 
tions were included, except that, 
at the governor's suggestion, the 
maintenance of airports and docks 
were added to the section provid- 
ing for the maintenance of state 
buildings and highways. 

At present it is very difficult to 
pass bond issues for needed public 
improvements. Under existing law, 
for bonds to pass, it is necessary 
for two-thirds of the voters to vote 
in favor of bonds and for this 
two-thirds to be a majority of the 
registered voters of that communi- 
ty. But because registration lists 
have increased and because many 
soldiers and civilians are away 
from home, this provision may 
make it impossible to get out a 
large enough vote to pass the 
bonds which will be an integral 
part of every community's postwar 
plans. The commission has recom- 
mended a modification of this law. 
A favorable vote of two-thirds of 
those voting will still be required, 
but it will not be necessary for 
this favorable vote to constitute a 
majority of the. registration list. 
Instead, the total number of voters 
must equal a majority of the regis- 
tration list. In other words, the 
law now provides that those vot- 
ing in favor of bonds must be a 
majority of the registration list, 
while the change proposes that the 
total number voting (for and 
against) must be a majority of the 
registration list. Postwar needs are 


thereby recognized. The liberaliz- 


ing of these bond requirements 
was urged by city and county offi- 
cials, However, there is a strong 
sentiment in the state to continue 
the present regulations. The pro- 
posed liberalization is very mod- 
erate. Whether it will permit the 
passage of bonds remains to be 
seen. A failure to vote will still be 
a vote against bonds, and will con- 
tinue to give considerable power to 
the indifferent citizen. 

Under the above iaws, bonds 
can be voted only up to seven per 
cent of the asses valuation of 
the taxable property in a city or

county, In an effort to provide for 
emergencies the c ion has 
recommended a new provision 
that, over and above the seven per 
cent limit, bonds up to three per 
cent may be voted with the pro- 
viso that they be repaid in, five 
years. ‘ 

Since taxes are largely collected 
in December many cities and coun- 
ties are forced to issue warrants 
at heavy discount rates to take 
care of expenses during the year. 
A new provision is therefore rec- 
ommended which would permit 
cities and counties to make tem- 
porary loans each year to pay the 
expenses of that year until taxes 
are collected. These temporary 
loans are limited to 75% of the 
previous year’s income. 

Georgia’s constitution has been 
amended too often. The section 
limiting. the passage of bonds is 
one that has been amended many, 


many times. It has happened often’ 


that money which should have 
been kept in a sinking fund to re- 
pay legally authorized bonds, has 
been illegally used for other pur- 
ses. As a result, local authorities 
ave gone continually to the legis- 
lature, and put through numerous 
local constitutional amendments to 
permit them to raise money to re- 
fund the bonds. Consequently, a 
new paragraph has been added, 
which provides more stringent 
safeguards for sinking funds.

With other students of govern- 
ment, the League of Women Vot 
ers has long advocated the ending 
of allocations as an un ike 
way to manage state finances. The 
league has also urged a modern, 
scientific .budget procedure. 
present, the state is operating un- 
der budget machinery. The exist- 
ing statute puts great power into 
the hands of the governor. The 
commission a 
constitutional provision that will 
continue the present budget prac- 
tice until the general assembly 
changes it by law.

The constitution redrafters who 
meet today to finish up their work 
need have little fear of the 1945 
legislature in creating a constitu- 
tional prison board. 

The legislature apparently wants 
to take prisons from politics, even 
as the 1943 legislature divorced 


schools from political interference. 

The senate-elect, voting in a 
Constitution poll, cast only 18 per 
cent of ite ballots against creation 
of a constitutional prison board. 
Ballots were sent to all senators. 

Fifty-five per cent of those tak- 
ing part in the poll voted to place 
a prison board in the new consti- 
tution. 

Twentyseven per cent of the 
senators were uncertain. 


POLL OF HOUSE 


The house poll, at present in- 
complete, favored a constitutional 
penal board by a vote of 56 per 
cent. Twelve per cent . opposed 
such a board, and 32 per cent were 
uncertain. 

Rep. Zade Kenimer, of Harris 
county, declared hé positively sup- 

rted a constitutional penal 

ard. Rep. J. K. Whaley, of Tel- 
fair county, answered “yes” and 
then added “certainly a change 
should be made in the present set- 
up.” Sen. J. P. Shedd, of. Jesup, 
said “yes, if?” 

Some legislators followed the 
thinking of Sen: W. L. Norton, of 
Gainesville. That was to the effect 
that a constitutional board would 
be unwise at this time, since pris- 
on reform is in its experimental 
stage and should not be made con- 


stitutional until it proves of per- 


manent benefit. 
’ Others, like Sen. V. C. Daves, of 
Vienna; Rep. J. H. Williams, of 
Coffee county, and Mrs. John B. 
Guerry, Macon county representa- 
tive, were undecided. 
FAVORS REFORM 

“TI am 1,000 per cent for prison 
reform and anything to carry on 
the program begun by our great 
Governor,” Williams commented.

Defining cartels as economic 
treaties or international trade 
agreements made by private busi- 
ness concerns “to safeguard prof- 
its and investments by eliminating 
competition,” the committee said 
they should be outlawed as “a 
necessary first step to clear the 
way for a new expansionist era in 
foreign economic relations.” 

Positive measures to promote 
world trade after the war, the 
committee asserted, “should be 
paralleled by common action {jo 
eliminate trade barriers.”

PARIS, Nov. 12.—(4)—Britain 
wants a powerful and well-equip- 
ped French army as soon as poss!i- 
ble to aid in re-establishing the 
stability of Europe and hopes that 
the French will maintain internal 
solidarity and stability under Gen. 


De Gaulle’s government, Prime 
Minister Churchill told a cheering 
assemblage in the Hotel De Ville 
today, 

Speaking in French at a recep- 
tion in his honor by the Paris and 
Seine departmental liberation com- 
mittees, England’s Prime Minister 
said the Nazi enemy, disheartened 
and under relentless Allied pound- 
ing, might be beaten within the 
next six months. 

“We don’t want to prolong the 
war merely to give your army the 
opportunities it desires, but we 
hope as much of the French army 
as possible will be able to engage 
in the final battles,” he said. 

“Unity! unity!” was Churchill’s 
parting advice in commenting that 
France could not afford anything 
which would upset her national 
life at the moment when all the 
nation’s force must be thrown into 
the postwar reconstruction period. 

“Fortunately you have at this 
moment at your head an incon- 
testably able chief,” Churchill said, 
adding with a grin that he had had 
“some slight differences” with him 
from time to time. 

“But rally to him so that France 
remains united, indivisible,” he 
continued with great earnestness. 

This advice was given, he said, 
so that Frartce might not only 
help defeat Germany but help 
“protect us from a repetition of 
German aggression.” )

New Stockings, 
Slips of Rayon 
Please Milady 


By WINIFRED WARE. 

Of all the minor inconveniences 
war has brought, a lack of sheer, 
good fitting stockings is most dis- 
tressing to women, a recent poll 
reveals. This is not due, as many 
would say, solely to vanity; the 
heavier stockings are not as com- 
fortable, because they haven't the 
elasticity of silk nor the sheerness 
of nylon, and lacking elasticity 
they do not have the same fit. 

But though we may miss our 
sheer, easy drying, long lasting 
nylons, the day of their reappeaf:- 
ance is yet far off, and rayons are 
all we have. Some of the manu- 
facturers of rayon hose have been 
trying earnestly to improve them, 
both in appearance and in fit, and 
one at least has just brought to 
the market a stocking that is pro- 
portioned for the small, medium 
and tall woman. Not only is the 
stocking shorter or longer, but the 
proportions in the foot, ankle, calf 
and thigh ‘are ineaccord with the 
average for that type of figure. 

All rayon stockings should be 
washed and thoroughly dried be- 
fore wearing. This is highly im- 
portant if the fabric is to wear 
well. These new stockings should 
be washed and dried before wear- 
ing, but they dry in 24 hours in- 
stead of the 36 hours recommended 
for most rayons. 

The same manufacturer makes 
rayon lingerie and their newest 
is a slip which has a well-fitted 
camisole top, but the skirt is cut 
straight. This, women. who has 
been vexed with slips riding up 
when they sit down, will welcome. 
This new idea of better fit for 
rayons is called sculpturing by the 
maker and Greek names, Iris, for 
the small size, Venus; for the med- 
ium and Diana for the tall, are 
given the sizes in remembrance 
of the ancient Greeks whose sculp- 
ture has never been surpassed. 
The slip as yet comes only in the 
tailored type and costs $2.98. The 
stockings are about $1.

I urge the 
healthfulness of ordinary ever 
day exposure, for child or adult, 
primarily because that is the nat- 
ural way to get sunshine vitamin 
D, a certain daily ration of which 
is essential for health. 

The less bright or direct sun- 
shine or skyshine available, the 
more cloud, smoke, fog, the short- 
er the hours of daylight, the more 
the body is coddled or covered, the 
greater the individual's need for 
supplementary vitamin D_ by 
mouth—and this applies especially 
to the child with enlarged tonsils 
and adenoids,
